When Our Boots first trimmed the 
pick of the Futurity at Belmont in 
the Futurity Trial, a race arranged 
expressly as a try-out for the grand 
event, and run on Tuesday of that 
week, then coming back to give 
them, together with several that had 
been held out of the preliminary, 
a second thrashing on Saturday in 
the stake itself, it seemed to settle 
the case.

Boots first, Whirlaway  unplaced 
(fifth. ) 

In the Futurity proper it was Our 
Boots first, Whirlaway third. 

In the Keeneland Futurity it was 
Whirlaway first, Our Boots third. 

And thus uncertainty continues to 
be the hall-mark of racing.

stances of early sportswomen con- 
trolling packs of hounds it is in com- 
paratively recent days that ladies 
commenced to ride to 
hounds. A number (not very many) 
turned up at the trysting place and 
possibly pottered about on a_ bad 
scenting day, but when hounds found 
and went away across country they 
were seen no more. Today, of course, 
almost aS many women as men ride 
really straight, though I am not at 
all sure that the ride-astrides have 
the advantage of the side-saddle 
Dianas For one woman physically 
built for a man’s saddle a hundred 
(with their round thighs) are not. 
This, however, is a controversial 
point which will never be settled be- 
cause the younger generation prefer 
to dress en cavalier and will there- 
fore ride in masculine mode what- 
ever they look like and whatever 
may be said 

Sixty years ago Mrs. Cheape (the 
famous ‘Squire of Bentley’) acted as 
Master of the Fife Foxhounds during 
her husband’s absence abroad, and 
to the end of her days had the well- 
known pack of sentley Harriers. 
Good horsewoman though she was 
she did not carry the horn, nor did 
she ride astride, though, curiously 
enough, she was one of the pioneers 
of this style of riding for children. 
Her daughter (that brilliant rider, 
winner of point-to-points and very 
old friend of mine, Maudie Ellis) 
says in the book she wrote to her 
mother’s memory 

“It was the outcome of her prac- 
tical experience—-riding to hounds 
and in the show-ring——that the old- 
fashioned side-saddle was moderniz- 
ed with the help of Messrs. Whippy 
and Steggall On her advice they 
made it half its weight, introducing 
a Straight seat, and doing away with 
the third pommel It was her idea, 
too, that little girls should learn to 
ride astride until they were at least 
twelve or thirteen years old. This 
she held was best for their comfort 
and health 
girls riding in neatly cut little coats 


She was the pioneer of 


and wearing breeches and gaiters 
also that young girls should wear 
their hair short until they passed 
their early ‘teens”

bigger fields and thus more betting, 
more of a spectacle, and fewer ‘‘odds 
on” favorites, horse racing would 
draw bigger crowds, particularly at 
Hamilton Park and Lanark Just 
before the war the number of run- 
ners Was improving and so was the 
attendance at Scottish Turf fixtures. 

Lord Ilehester, a member of the 
Jockey Club, the other day replied 
to a statement made by ‘The Times’ 
that there would be general resent- 
ment at the resumption of racing 
His lordship repeated the views I 
have already expressed here when he 
said 

“T am fully aware that some peo- 
ple take that line But if the view 
is to prevail, at least let us be logi- 
eal .... And when all forms of open 
air amusements are debarred, what 
will be left for leisure hours, for 
there must he some if good work is 
to be maintained. Such a dilemma 
will not win the war Racing is an 
industry every bit as much as a 
sport, for some millions of pounds 
have been sunk into it, both in the 
courses and in breeding establish- 
ments.” 


To this the veteran Turfite and 
trainer, the Hon. George Lambton, 
added: 

“The news of racing recommenc- 
ing will give owners heart to con- 
tinue. It was vital it should come, 
otherwise most of them would have 
sold off their remaining horses.” 

National Hunt sport, which began 
on Oct. 19th, will be limited to a 
few meetings until the end of flat 
racing. Some years ago the two 
Turf controlling authorities came to 
an agreement that no new dates 
would be allocated to National Hunt 
meetings during the flat race season 
and this plan to keep the two seasons 
as far as possible distinct is being 
followed in arranging a war-time 
programme. I have heard of a num- 
ber of jumpers having been sent into 
training during the past few days in 
expectation of a fairly extensive win- 
ter programme. How far this will 
materialize remains to be seen. The 
Masters of Foxhounds Association 
which advised that there should be 
no hunting after the end of the cub- 
bing campaign in October, is to re- 
view the position next month and 
may come to a different decision des- 
pite the opposition of those who 
would have us put an end to all the 
fun of life, wear crepe and ashes and 
adopt almost a defeated attitude. 


Some trainers have kept their 
steeplechase jockeys and quite a 
number of those fear-nothing Irish 
lads have written to offer themselves 
to English trainers. They like these 
Irish boys because they have ridden 
(often bareback with a bit of rope 
for a bridle) from the days they 
learned to walk, because they will 
get up on anything and think noth- 
ing falls. Those of our English jock- 
eys who went to India a year ago 
have not returned home owing to the 
difficulty of travel. They will be on 
the spot for the coming Turf season 
in India. 


Speaking of jockeys I asked Cap- 
tain Elsey the other day what had 
become of his apprentice, Elijah 
Wheatley, nephew of Elijah who, 
when apprenticed to the Captain’s 
father, topped the list of winning 
jockeys in 1905. I learned that 
young Elijah had gone to Egypt to 
his namesake uncle, who has been 
training for the King of Egypt since 
1933. Both these Elijahs were born 
at Ilkeston in Derbyshire, and the 
younger had his first mount in pub- 
lic at Thirsk in 1735. His uncle went 
to Egypt to ride fifteen years ago 
hut had to give up owing to rheuma- 
tism and then turned royal trainer. 
He married a daughter of the late 
Marie Lloyd of music hall fame.

gateway, after which he had to run 
a long and exhausting stern chase. 
But over and above that, Dustwhirl 
is also the dam of Reaping Reward, 
a very game colt, that back in 1936 
provided a memorable upset by de- 
feating Pompoon in the New Eng- 
land Futurity. Pompoon had won 
the Belmont Futurity with such 
facility that he was regarded as a 
certainty for that at Narragansett 
Park, but was unable to last the 
longer distance of a mile and 76 
yards then required of him. 


Our Boots is by Bull Dog, a most 
successful sire of early speed 
short courses but not nearly so 
successful as a getter of stayers. The 
dam of the colt, Maid of Arches, 
bred in England, was extremely 
moderate as a performer, but was by 
an extremely brilliant sire, Warden 
of the Marches, the one that did 
not like the course to be too long. 
Farther back the maternal line is 
stronger.

On pedigree, and most recent form, 
one would be compelled to pick 
Whirlaway to beat Our Boots at 
Pimlico and thereby stamp himself 
definitely the top juvenile of 1940. 


But —suppose something else 
should beat them both?

FOUR SPORTSMEN GO 











Sporting men and women have been saddened in the past few weeks by 
the death of four great sportsmen, William M. Kerr of Philadelphia, James 
J. Fox of Millbrook, A. M. Byers of Pittsburg and James Butler of New York. 
Each of these gentlemen contributed generously of their time, their money 
and most important of all, their spirit to the tradition of sport to which they 
devoted so much of their lives. 


There is a brotherhood of sportsmen, a kinship that is hard to define but 
which is so strong that it needs but a chance meeting for that bond to draw 
two men together in the relationship that is bound by a common under- 
standing. It is this about sport that makes it so important to the life of a 
nation, for it is the leaven that draws all men under the sun, rich and poor, 
and binds them together for the good of all. This common bond is one in 
which the desire for monetary gain is happily left out. Perhaps this ex- 
plains the great spirit in sport and hence in sportsmen, the quality that is 
willing to rise to great heights in personal courage, in the sacrifice of time, 
of labor, in the devotion of all that men hold dear. Sport pours its benefi 
cial influence into men’s souls and makes them forget for its sake, the de- 
mands of a life that too often puts personal gain above all else. 


To those sportsmen who have this month “gone forrard”’ to the covert on 
the other side, those of us who remain behind can but stand bareheaded in 
silent admiration while we think of them and of the tradition they helped 
build that remains like some great house. There are few American sports- 
men to whom the names of one or all of the men who died in the last few 
weeks, does not strike some responsive chord, some familiar note, as the 
sound of a hunting horn, cheering our memories of days gone by. ‘Uncle 
Billy” dear to the hearts of Philadelphians in all walks of life, ardent fox- 
hunter, owner of some of the country’s finest steeplechasers, his twinkling, 
kind blue eyes and gentle ways are with us yet. To James Fox, no finer 
tribute can be spoken than that penned by Gordon Grand, “loved friend, 
neighbor and fellow sportsman’’. His ways brought friends from far and 
near and these same ways will kindle memories for as long as loving thoughts 
Youngest of these four, “Bing’’ Byers loved sport none the less 
keenly. True as steel, with the gentleness of a woman, the courage of a 
lion, ‘“‘Bing’’ thought of his friends before he thought of himself. The sud- 
den death of James Butler while out schooling, ends the career of one of the 
foremost men of the turf. Empire grew and developed under his capable 
hands, and was looking forward to a great year as a result of his manage- 
ment. Sport prospered for James Butler was a fine sportsman with the feel 
of sport coursing deep in his veins.

These men have gathered now, in some Valhalla, and it is pleasant to 
think that there are horses and hounds about them yet, and that the sound 
of the horn is never far from them, nor the cry of the hounds and the beat 
of a thoroughbred’s stride. They know all sport now in the last great covert, 
they know it well for they have joined the band of the great sportsmen of 
all the world.

HENCHMAN WINS AGAIN 





The story is worthy of repetition. Up near Valley Forge, Pa., William 
J. Clothier is master of the Pickering Hunt, established and recognized in 
1911. Last year this American pack of hounds went out every hunting day 
from September until April, some 126 times in all. Anticipating such a 
strenuous season, it was but natural that Mr. and Mrs. Clothier should be on 
the lookout for useful thoroughbred hunters who could carry them both 
through the field. Henry's Sale provided just this in Henchman, then an 8- 
year-old son of Cohort—Donnafoil, in the spring of 1939. 

Henchman, a black gelding with good underpinning and middle-piece, 
certainly not the most engaging beauty, proved to be all that he was repre- 
sented. He went to work in the hunting field through September and Octo- 
ber of a year ago, and then just to be sporting, his owner entered him in the 
Pickering Challenge Cup timber race, in the hunt’s home meeting last Nov- 
ember 7, to make a race of it with three rather well known local timber 
toppers. An all Pickering Hunt combination went out on this November day, 
and were never headed. It was a convincing triumph, ridden by Pickering 
Hunt’s Honorary Whipper-in, Mr. Ned Owen and saddled by their huntsman, 
E. Mooney. 

From his sparkling 34%-mile effort in his first timber outing, Henchman 
went back into the hunting field and did his job steadily through the season, 
first with Mr. Clothier, M. F. H. up and then with Mrs. Clothier riding aside. 
This past spring he was brought out again to timber racing and how he was 
short in the Harston Cup of 3 miles, at Whitemarsh on May 4 to finish 3rd 
to Mr. George Strawbridge on Bungtown and then how he raced again, only 
6 days later, to run 4 miles in 8:56 3-5 to win the Radnor Hunt Cup from a 
field of 10, and a purse of $500 is a matter of record. 

Henchman quickly was let down to summer leisure and then got his pipe 
opener, for this fall, on September 21, in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup at 
Whitemarsh, when he ran 3 miles to win. The black Cohort gelding ran a 
magnificent race a week later, in the Meadow Brook, leading all the way, to 
be nipped at the last fence in a mighty effort by Paul G. Daly’s Mansfield 
Park with Mr. Frost, Jr. up. This was his first major defeat and he quickly 
vindicated this by going out to Rolling Rock to trounce a great field of tim- 
ber horses, including Mansfield Park and Blockade, the 3-time Maryland 
Cup winner in the Western Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, Wednesday, October 9, 
while last week’s Monmouth victory but adds to the saga. 

In all his starts, the roach-maned Henchman (all Clothier hunting horses 
are roached) has had Mr. Owen up, (he wears a red jersey with brown 
sleeves), and Huntsman E. Mooney is the trainer. The whole combination 
of owner, rider, trainer and Henchman represents a definite all amateur and 
foxhunting background and enthusiasts throughout the land have applauded 
the decisive wins. The moral of this story is the return of timber racing to 
its former standards, wherein a hunting-hunter contests to win over post-

brook. To help make the place where- 
in one abides does not imply things 
structural, but rather the tone and 
character and spirit.

Ex-master of the Grafton, Piedmont, Loudoun and Westmeath Hunts 
for the sake of sport in America 

Remembering the sporting few days spent as guest of Homer B. Gray, 
Master of The Rombout Hounds last Fall I gladly accepted his invitation to 
watch the young hounds chase cubs this September 1940. 

The Rombout pack started with some half bred English hounds which 
today have been all weeded out and the foundation of the pack which gives 
such splendid sport in the country just below the Millbrook and marching 
on Vassar College was obtained through the kindness of Dr. Howard Collins 
who has done more than any single individual to bring the Millbrook hounds 
up to their present high standard during his Mastership 1928-365. 

Dr. Collins gave the Rombout generously of his best and when Messrs F. 
H. Bontecou and William J. Knapp, the present Masters, took charge they 
also gave their steadfast help by access to their best stud hounds etc. 

But I am sure that Homer Gray spent many an hour with Elias Chadwell, 
the keen, lean, hardriding huntsman of Millbrook, learning from him the 
traits of his stallion hounds for while they both appreciated the shape and 
loveliness of a pack, they well knew that without nose, cry and heel, good 
sport was impossible 

Both the Millbrook and the Rombout are exquisitely marked, white, black 
and tan, carrying their sterns gaily and with eyes that betoken intelligence. 
Last year when I saw 52 couple of the Millbrook on the lawn at the kennels 
my enthusiasm knew no bounds and this year when Chadwell jumped over 
three or four low hedges there seemed to be a waterfall of hounds following 
him; and I only wish that Blinks who could paint hounds twice better than 
any other man whose work I have ever seen could have been alive to have 
emblazoned the sporting scene on canvass for all time. 

While I am writing about hound work I must say a word or two about 
the simplicity and perfection of the Millbrook kennels which lie west of the 
main road well beyond Millbrook, where on the South side of the highway, 
only a half a mile away, within an arrow’s flight of each other, is found the 
home of Gordon Grand whose writings have made many an evening beside 
the fireside a day of sport for the hunting man or woman; not far away lives 
Dr. A. B. Cannon whose gallant hunter Seceder is making ‘‘Point-to-Point”’ 
and hunter trial history; marching on the doctor’s is the grand farm of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frederick H. Bontecou, the home of great horses, including Bally 
McShane, winner of the King’s Trophy at Olympia, London, a few years ago 
beating as brilliant a field of International military riders as ever gathered 
together on the eastern continent. Not only do Mr. and Mrs. Bontecou go 
hard, but “‘Sis’’ Bontecou and her brothers and sisters are as good as the best. 
Within a pig caller's cry from this farm is the home of Everett L. Crawford, 
one of the few Americans who has spent fifty years following hounds. 

All of these hunting farms and boxes are so near at hand that every morn- 
ing when the wind is right the cry of the eager hounds is heard from the 
kennels. 

At Rombout we were all astir at five o’clock in the morning and after a 
glass of orange juice or a cup of coffee and some toast, we went over to the 
stable where vans and trailers were being loaded; grooms running hither 
and thither, bad loaders being forced up into motor trucks, but by six o’clock 
the cavaleade was wending its way to ‘‘Animal Kingdom’”’ which Mrs. James 
Forrestal had named her new hunting lodge. With rare ingenuity she re- 
built the old, white columned farmhouse situated at a triangle where three 
roads met and one of the fields bounded by them was the muster ground 
of the young men round about at the time of the Revolutionary war. 

Mrs. Forrestal, who rides aside, is a great addition to the countryside and 
chatting with her interesting niece I did not wonder that the former was 
successful as her grandfather Ogden founded the first law school in the 
State of Illinois in Chicago. While Mr. Forrestal does not hunt, his time 
as we all know since leaving the presidency of Dillon Read and Co. has been 
given to the Government as Assistant Secretary of the Navy where the 
other day, I am told he signed papers for battleships, etc., taking up the 
largest contract of any kind that has been given since the beginning of the 
world. 

It was a grand sight to see the hounds and staff on Revolutionary Field 
with the followers of the hunt, while yet in mufti, most neatly turned out. 
Bill Schermerhorn hunted the hounds that day as the master stood back 
so as to be sure and keep the field off the crops and not endanger the good- 
will of the farmers. 

The hounds have been well roaded and were hard and keen as a few days 
previous sport had made them hungry to taste a fox. 

The young entry were well broken, there was no idle cry, and it was surely 
a pleasure to watch the 16% couple hunt. 

“See through the copse, how the hounds spread and try, 
Examining each likely haunt 

Hark. I heard Racket drag him precluding a cry, 
Now they join her, and merrily chant.” 

Hounds had not been in King’s covert but a minute or two when one of 
the whips saw a deer galloping out at full speed taking every wall in sight 
with his white tail a shining mark as he disappeared in the distance. 

Out came the hounds, their heads up for the scent was breast high and 
for eight or ten minutes it looked as though the day was spoiled. But the 
huntsman blowing his horn galloped on and with the whips was able to stop 
all but three couple and brought them back to the field who one and all con- 
xratulated him on his wonderful control of his pack. 

Hortons was then drawn, followed by Plankenhorns and from just be- 
yond in the Perkins cover two cubs were soon afoot. The east bound cub soon 
went to ground just under Plankenhorns big wall and while the hounds were 
being put on to the huntsman a loud “Tally Ho’’ proclaimed that an old 
fox was viewed from Kaehlers woods and the stiff necked red rover gave 
thirty minutes of as good sport as could be prayed for. 

‘“‘As they get nearer to him, the chorus it fills, 
Hark; hark; now the villain is found; 
How grand is the crush while back from the hills . 


Echo gladly returns the sweet sound.” 

Every hound was in except those that were on the deer chase and the run 
was across the very best Rombout country. It must have made the master 
and the huntsman happy for all the big walls had to be taken in their stride 
and where a few rails were needed there they were just where the trail of the 
fox led. 

“The pace was certainly too fast to inquire’ and Charlie taking no chances, 
ran to ground in Briggs wood in an old cave under a tree and at one time 
three or four couple were out of sight growling and scratching.

The heaving sides of the pack gave evidence of the heat of the days so the 
huntsman wisely took them to a brook and let them drink and enjoy them- 
selves in the water. Then it was wisely decided ‘“‘to call it a day” and all 
wended their way back to ‘Animal Kingdom”. 

There was one obstacle in the day’s course which was new to the writer 
and told about in a most inimitable way. 

Said the Narrator ‘‘In the last hunt, when hounds were running like 
smoke, the huntsman saw a gate-way in a barn yard lane across which the 
owner had placed a big, wire spring and double mattress just as a stop gap, 
it seemed, until he could put up some posts and rails. In order to gain ground 
and nothing daunted, Bill Schermerhorn and he sailed over the top of it. 
Next in line was a bachelor and when his horse refused he gave up the Ghost, 
“Then,”’ the Narrator continued, ‘‘of course, as the rider was a single man, 
he did not dare to jump into a double bed.” 





Soon the followers were gathered at ‘‘Animal Kingdom’’ where our horses 
had as guest of honor Mrs. Charles Schwartz of Long Island who went well 
aside on the first gallop. Another new comer was young Gordon Whelpley of 
Bedford Village and Mr. William Brooke, master of the Marlborough Hunt 
of Upper Marlboro, Maryland which took its name from the great Com- 
mander who won his Dukeship at the Battle of Blenheim. Mr. Brooke is the 
sixth in line with the prefix William, and it was his forebears who imported 
to Maryland, when it was the property of the Crown, those hounds which 
founded the wonderful strain of Brooke hounds whose value is attested by 
every lover of the true American hound. 

The writer had the pleasure of meeting Mr. and Mrs. Medley Whelpley and 
Mr. Wheipley, who travels all over the world in the interest of the Guggen- 
heims, said that he spent a number of years in Chile and that ‘‘they are very 
keen down there in the west coast of South America to ape the English in 
every way, but the country is very mountainous, mostly covered with under- 
brush and forest, and following the hounds is out of the question, but they 
do the next best thing. The gentlemen turn out as well as though they were 
going to hunt with the Quorn and the ladies riding aside look lovely in 
their perfect fitting habits and silk hats, but as they can't follow, the next 
best thing is to view the fox and hounds as often as possible and so, properly 
guided, they gallop to where the fox is expected to cross and when he has 
passed give the ‘‘Tally Ho” and then rush pell mell to the next crossing for 
another view. 

Mrs. Forrestal with her sons, Peter and Michael, who are being entered 
into the sport of fox hunting, were charming hosts, and I had a few moments 
to look at the sporting prints on the walls which had been carefully selected 
and I found among them that exceedingly rare print of the Cock Fight at 
Lucknow, India, by Zoffany. 

Among those at the breakfast were Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Browning, of Ka- 
tonah, N. ¥. She has a reputation of going well to hounds and lived up to 
it that morning. Mr. and Mrs. Allen A. Ryan, Jr. of Rhinebeck, Mr. William 
Rockwood, Mr. M. G. Folger, ex-master of the hunt and the leading barrister 
in Poughkeepsie, Mr. and Mrs. ‘‘Bobbie’’ Schmeltzer, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin 
M. Belcher, Mr. and Mrs. “Jack’’ Melville, Mr. David Yandall, Charles Peck- 
ham, Nick Crotty, W. R. Grahame, Richmond F. Meyer, William Kay, Jr., 
H. B. Gray, and last but not least, those two characters, Joseph W. Dixon of 
New York, the beau brummel of the hunt, who is equally good finding his 
way across country at speed or guiding his partner on the ballroom floor, 
and that lovable Irishman, O'Malley Knott, who surely should have lived in 
the time of Surtees so that he might have been properly described by the 
author of Handley Cross and depicted by Keech with his laughing eye, pink 
cheeks, lips from which rolled blarney, and his form attired in a pink coat, 
which, let out here and there, shows how welcome a guest the wearer is at 
every dinner table in the countryside, and should there be a hunt ball at 
which Goodnight Ladies is played at six o'clock in the morning, O'Malley, 
after dancing every waltz and reel, would be there to bid the fair ones sweet 
repose. 


The first of these—-Facts On Hunting—was written just before the Bryn 
Mawr Hound Show and the Sunday previous as told there was a private view 
at the Millbrook Kennels of the twelve or fourteen couple which were to be 
exhibited. Wishing to get a first hand report of the success of the Millbrook 
hounds, I journeyed out and passed the week end of September 28th as the 
guest of Gordon Mendlesohn. 

The opening meet was on our host’s Jawn and I had a chance to hear 
William J. Knapp, one of the joint masters, inform the big field of sixty or 
seventy, many mounted on as good hunters as could be seen, at Kirby Gate 
how hounds had fared at what was said to have been the best hound show 
ever held in America. How proud Mr. Knapp must have been when he asked 
the huntsman to dismount and draw Jester out of the pack so that we could 
all admire the hound which had won the Champion Ribbon as the best in 
the show. 

Jester is the true, fox killing type, a lovely white, black and tan, but in 
my opinion on the high side, and I told Dr. Collins who has given his life 
up for a number of years to improving the pack at Millbrook, ‘Don’t forget 
that the hounds of John Warde over a century ago were so big (26 or 28 
inches) that they were known far and wide as John Warde’s jackasses.” 

Continuing I said, ‘‘the fox only weighs about 12 pounds and his size en- 
ables him to glide through the brush, Page woven fence and through the 
briars at speed and in my opinion 22 or 24 inches is full high enough, in 
fact I prefer 20 inches to 24.” 

The opening day was hot, the roads were full of motors and little sport was 
expected and found, so by twelve o’clock all were gathered in the hospitable 
farm barn, of Mr. Watson Pomeroy where those who had started the day at 
six o'clock with a bite to eat did ample justice to a delicious, hot breakfast. 
Our host himself with a good cocktail mixing friend took charge of the bar 
and attractive lady members of the hunt beseeched you to try a bit of turkey, 
some creamed white potatoes for which Dutchess County is noted, a thin slice 
or two of real Virginia ham, Boston baked beans or last but not least yams 
cooked with butter and sugar, Louisiana recipe 
The day was ideal and as the founder of The First Hound Show ever held 
in America at Barre Green in 1903 at a meeting of the Brunswick Fox Hound 


Club, I was proud to see on a low table the eight or ten blue ribbons won by 
the Millbrook Virginia bred hounds on the Thursday previous together with 
three lovely, silver trophies which showed that again the prize for the best 
pack and the best two couple and, I believe, the best unentered bitch had 
come to Millbrook. 

It was certainly most fitting to have the much sought champion and blue 
ribbons and plate on display at the opening day breakfast for many there 
were there who had never journeyed to Bryn Mawr, perhaps, did not hunt, 
but subscribed being true sportsmen and women and were so delighted that 
THEIR hounds had done so well. After toasting Dr. Collins and Elias Chad- 
well, the huntsman, who looked as fit as a grey hound, we all drank to the 
health of the Masters. Just then the sad news came of the death of “Jim” 
Fox, that lovable Irishman, the friend of every sportsman and an ardent 
and discriminate spectator at any event where horse and hound were shown, 
hunted, raced on the turf or galloped ‘‘between the flags’’. 

“Jim"’ had long been associated with the Alfred MacClay family and, in 
fact, where you saw Alfred, you knew your heart was soon to be gladdened 
by Jim’s smiling face and, if you waited a bit, you were sure to get a taste 
of his Irish humor. His description of Isaac Clothier riding in a hunter class 
over a jump when he measured his length on the tan bark before the Prince 
of Wales, when the latter first visited Madison Square Garden Horse Show 
years ago, was an epic 

Frederick Bontecou knowing my friendship with 
a few words and closed his remarks by stating: ‘‘Dear ‘Jim’ has come to the

last of the gateways and laughing has gone through.” 

Standing on the bench surrounded by the ribbons and sterling trophies 
won by the Millbrook hounds to which James Fox subscribed I looked about 
me and then called out and asked all of the fifteen or twenty pink coats 
which were in attendance to gather about me, then, in the hush of that lovely 
October, said: 

“Tal Ho’, 
gave happiness here, he will give happiness there, and I know 
of no words that can better express our feelings of the Immor- 
tality of Sport than those of Will Ogilvie for after the rest of 
us are gone there will still be hunting in Millbrook.”

Country Line Road to Mrs. Sullivan’s 
banks. They were well up on the 
line, and had it not been for the 
windy day, one would have undoubt- 
edly heard some excellent music.

Middleburg Hounds have found 
sporting foxes this season. Hunts- 
man Maddox declared this week that 
he had “never seen cubs stay up 80 
long. Last Friday (Sept. 27,) we 
met at Glenwood at 6 o'clock, drew 
down through Fred’s to Black 
Swamp and started a fox and ran 
him to Ball Hill and he went in. 
Then back down in Black Swamp 
again we struck another fox and he 
went straight to Institute, crossing 
Metzger’s, Goose Creek and onto to 
Wildman’s. He went right straight 
for 8 miles, like it was spring and 
they was rutting. Didn’t get hounds 
in until ‘most ten o'clock.” 

Huntsman Maddox went on: “we 
took hounds down to Aldie last Sat- 
urday, (6 A. M.) in the truck. We 
turned them loose and a young 
hound hit a cold track and ran out 
on top for a f 11 1-2 hour before 


jumping him hot, and man, how 
they went off on him to the Moun- 
tain! They split there, must have 
been running in 6 packs at some- 
times and then they'd collect on one 
again. It was good for the young 
hounds, They were still running at 
11 A. M. and we had to call them 
off. Two of them were still running 
when I went back to find them at 2 
that afternoon, and I had to whip 
them off then. ‘Hunter’ and ‘Buck’ 
they was, yearling hounds—getting 
in pretty good condition to be run- 
ning that long.” 


Mr. Sands, M .F. H., Whipper-in 
Nichols and others were out on Sat- 
urday, with hounds, on foot. On 
Monday, Sept. 30, hounds met at 
Mountsville at 6 A. M. with follow- 
ers up on horses. Maddox explained: 
“We had two good hours, mebbe 2 
1-2 hours in all that morning, from 
almost 6 o'clock on, when we struck 
2 cubs right off in the first 10 minu- 
tes. Hounds split in 2 packs, going 
around and’round in a cornfield then 
they cut loose and each went down 
a bank of the creek. At Steptoe they 
joined up again and went on to the 
Mountain together, where they split. 
Never seen cubs stay up so long or 
zo so far.”

Hounds were then lifted to St. 
Leonard’s across the Lee Highway 
into St. Leonards cornfield where 
they were unable to work anything 
out. Hounds were lifted again and 
put into the covert on St. Leonards. 
Here they worked from one covert to 
another and came out into Picket 
Mountain Farm in full ery, making 
a circle down by Great Run then 
back to the Lee Highway, making 
us think that it was the same fox, 
but no, for he turned into St. 
Leonards to the woods and then 
came out into the open. There was 
apparently another fox in the covert 
for the pack split,one staying in the 
covert and the other crossing the 
Lee Highway and going North be- 
tween the highway and the Waterloo 
road only to turn and come back.

Although written a century ago, 
this little poem might have been 
taken from this morning’s paper. As 
nearly half the earth’s people live 
in hourly danger with “death and 
sorrow as their companions,” the 
physical sustenance and mental, 
moral and spiritual salvation of the 
individual] become the problem of 
the hour. When a man’s world lit- 
erally is rocking under his feet, it 
is well if his spirit can find refuge 
in a place and Power beyond the 
reach of Hunnish bombs and a reas- 
surance beyond the reach of man to 
give. Morale is the popular term 
for courage so engendered, but faith 
in God is equally exact,—a faith like 
that voiced by Mr. Churchill that 
bravely faces the “blood and sweat 
and tears” of a bitter and grim ex- 
perience and trusts God for the 
right outcome. When mankind re- 
vises the German “Me und Gott” 
creed to read, “God and us,” it will 
have taken a long step in the dir- 
ection of the salvation sought by 
Ebenezer Elliott.
